Martin rNatbaoBon, secretary of the Harlem 
Jockey Club, returned yesterday with a big batch 
of entries to the spring stakes of his association. 
Mr. Nathanson has been for two weeks visiting the 
southern breeding farms and training grounds. 

“The great feature of the training grounds,” 
Nathanson said, “is the forward condition of the 
horses. They are in far better shape than I have 
ever seen them for this season of the year. It might 
bo oven said that they are a little too far advanced, 
considering the distance from the opening of rac- 
ing. A large percentage of the horses in training 
arelwithin one month of tlie races. This should 
insure good racing in the early part of the season. 

" Another thing that impressed mo was the 
immense size of the proniinent stables. They 
are all carrying a larger number of horses in train- 
ing than at any ftimo heretofore For instance, 
Edward Corrigan has sixty-eight horses in training 
at Louisville and fifteen at Now Orleans: Fred 
Cook has thirty-five or more, more than twenty of 
which are two-year-olds ; P. Dunne has thirty odd 
bead; John Madden. forty or more; Robert Tucker, 
thirty or more of the borse.s of Cspt. S. S. Brown : 
George Long about twenty-five, and so on. These 
are at Louisville and Lexington and the same con- 
dition prevails at Nashville and Memphis, where 
Schorr, Tichenor, Ellison, Hildreth and others all 
have big stables. 

“The best two horses I saw in my swing around 
the circuit were Oweuton and Runnels. Owenton 
was not in very good shape last year, but now, in 
his four-year-tild form, he is a splendid specimen of 
the thoroughbred. And so of Runnels. By the way, 
John A. Drake, to whom. Runnels belongs, has the 
best looking stable of any of those in winter quar- 
ters. I never saw so fine a looking bunch. A large 
number of his horses have not been taken np and 
are running in the paddocks adjacent to Cumber- 
land Park. Some of the number have not even had

almost McChesney over again. It is a tbree-year- 
oid by First Mate— Manola Mason, and is calied 
First Mason.
